Report of Stevens High School Committee. 


The school has continued upon the same basis as hercto- 
fore. As will be seen by reference to its annual catalogues, 
the number of scholars during the past year was almost ex- 
actly the average number for the nine years of the school’s: 

existence. The number of scholars from out of town has 
- been somewhat more than the average. 

There has been one change in the board of teachers during 
the year, and the illness of another made necessary the em- 
ployment of a substitute for several weeks, when the com- 
mittee were glad to secure the services of one of the earliest 
graduates of the school, Miss Abby E. Read, who acceptably 
discharged the duties of the position. 

The text books, and the studies pursued are much the same 
as heretofore, and it is believed that the relations subsisting 
between the teachers and scholars are not only entirely pleas- 
ant but eminently profitable. 

The pressure brought to bear upon the committee for the 
admission of scholars not fitted to grapple with the studies 
about to be pursued, and the seeming necessity for it, in the 
want of all systematic grading of scholars in most of the low- 
er schools in town, still has its effect in keeping the standard 
of scholarship lower than is by the committee deemed desi- 
rable or for the best interests of all concerned; and yet, 
through the industry and skill of the teachers, much has been 
and continues to be accomplished from year to year. 

The building is believed to to be in good repair. It will 
be seen by the Treasurer’s report appended that the greater 
part of the money expended for repairs during the year has 
been upon the furnaces—both of which have been supplied 
with new fire pots. . 

The whole expense, to the town, of maintaining the school 
has been somewhat less than in the year before, and has not 
exceeded the appropriation, which was about eighteen dol- 
lars per scholar. 3

In accordance with the provisions of the statute, the Su- 
perintendent of the Common Schools of Claremont presents 
the following report: 

A school has been taught in each of the nineteen districts 
over which your Committee has had supervision, for at least 
two terms, and in eleven districts there have been three 
terms in the year. 

There have been sixty nine schools, the past year, taught 
in the nineteen districts. Thirty six different teachers have 
been employed—thirty one females and five males. 

Considering the schools of the town asa whole, I think 


they have been better this year than either of the preceding ~ 


two years which I have acted as Superintendent. With very 
few exceptions—not more than one or two at the most—the 
teachers have themselves been interested in their work, and 
have labored hard for the advancement of their pupils. We 
have had no failures this year, and the large majority of the 
sixty nine terms have been what I call good schools. All of 
our schools might have been better, yet we have had fewer 
poor, and more profitable schools this year than in either of 
the two previous years. This has been due in part to the 
greater care exercised in selecting teachers, and then keep- 
ing those who succeeded well, through the year. I think 
that there has also been in some districts,—and these are the 
districts in which we find our best schools, an increased in- 
terest on the part of parents. | 
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Too much eannot be said concerning the co-operation of 
parents with teachers. The Jest teacher, alone, cannot make 
a school pleasant or productive of the greatest good. Parents 
often underrate the influence they exert against the teacher. 
Then again, frequent visits to the schools by parents wilk 
have a tendency to stimulate the children to increased inter- 
est and devotion to study, and, I doubt not, in many, cases, 
improve their manners and behavior in the school room. 

Time of year for most profitable schools. I am convinced 
that this subject is not sufficiently entertained by Prudential 
Committees. To the observing teacher it readily becomes 
a matter of serious interest. 

It cannot fail to be noticed that the same schools evince 
different degrees of enterprise during different seasons of the 
year. Extreme hot weather is in every sense detrimental to 
mental occupation. We ought to have no schools during 
July and August. The same length of time employed in 
early and late summer or autumn terms will be attended 
with better results. 

I take pleasure in calling the attention of parents to the 
Roll of Honor—a larger number than ever before—this is due 
to the encouragement offered scholars by the Tappan Fund. 

The foregoing, together with Roll of Honor and Statistical
